REMARKS 

In the Office Action dated August 11, 2005, the Examiner objected to claims 60, 
61, 64, 65, 69-71, 73 and 74 because of certain informalities. The Examiner also allowed 
Claims 58-59, 62, 63, 66-68, 72, and 75. Applicants respectfully thank the Examiner for 
the allowance. 

In this Amendment, Applicants have amended claims 60, 61, 64, 65, 69-71, 73 
and 74 in accordance with all of the Examiner's suggestions for amendments to these 
claims. In so doing, Applicants have not added or cancelled any claim. Accordingly, 
claims 58-75 will be pending after entry of this Amendment. 

I. Informality Objections to Claims 60, 61, 64, 65, 69-71, 73, and 74 

The Examiner has objected to claims 60, 61, 64, 65, 69-71, 73, and 74, based 
upon certain informalities. Specifically, that the aforementioned claims lack sufficient 
basis. Applicants have amended claims 60, 61, 64, 65, 69-71, 73, and 74 to reflect the 
suggestions offered by the Examiner. 

In view of the foregoing, Applicants respectfully request reconsideration and 
withdrawal of the objections to claims 60, 61, 64, 65, 69-71, 73, and 74.
